Why men should deem it essential to have such personal proof is not 
quite intelligible, excepting they be thorough materialists or disbelievers 
in the Bible. This attitude is not, however, confined to so-called 
irreligious people. Sincere Christians will pooh-pooh the subject on the 
ground of the absolute impossibility of spiritual manifestations, at the 
same time that they will indignantly repudiate the suggestion that the 
New Testament miracles are no better authenticated than the evidences 
in favour of modern Spiritualism. If you suggest that actual person! 
experience of all facts which we believe in is unnecessary, seeing ihi: 
we believe in the existence of such men as Alexander, Julius Cæsar, and 
Napoleon Bonaparte, without ever having seen them, they will remind 
you that the lives of these men do not comprise such highly improbable 
events as those related by Spiritualists, and therefore the cases are n: 
analogous; and yet, notwithstanding such arguments as these, they ard 
ue satisfied of the truths of the Bible miracles, and triumphantly 
challenge you to refute the conclusions arrived at in “Palys 
Evidences.” 

I submit, therefore, that to all believers in the Bible, actual personal 
experience of Spiritualism oughé not to be necessary if they will tabe 
the trouble to read such books as Mrs. IHardinge's “History of Ameri- 
can Spiritualism,” the Dialectical Society's Report, and the p$ 
numbers of the Meprum and the Spiritualist.

On Tuesday, at her usual weekly sitting 
at the Spiritual Inst'tution, nearly every person present got tests; One 
gentleraan was told the names of certain relatives who had died indis- 
tant parts, and the manner of their death. The departed pues and 
child of another visitor were described. A lady had similar informa- 
tion bestowed upon her, and a gentleman had the incidents of hia past 
life very forcibly brought before him. A spirit-doetor who controls the 
medium then took the place of the other spirit, and gave the particulars 
of an illness which the gentleman had passed through, the causes which 
had led to it, and the means whereby he had been restored. The pro- 
ceedings were uf such a nature as to Impress the visitors deeply with the 
fact that a very extraordinary power waa at work through the medium, 

When Miss Fowler returna to consciousness she has no recollection of 
anything that has decurred while in the trance. Her services are much 
more valuable when only one person sits with her in private, as the in- 
fluences get mixed when various people sit together, and thus the power 
of deseribing accurately or going doeg!s into the peculiarities. of an 
individual is lessened,

Hesays: “ Either the Scriptures aro false, and the prophete 
and oracles lying witnesses, and all religions empty fables, and the world- 
wide beliefs of man in all that pertains to the spiritual, the supernatural, 
and the immortal a weak delusion, or they are the most momentous 
truths with which man has to do, If truths, then, the material and- 
the spiritual world are in communion." And, again:  Whatare the ira- 
mortal thoughts of Homer, of JEschylus, of Plato, of Virgil, of Dante, 
of Tasso, of Goethe, of Bunyan, and Milton, or the better genius of
